A brief sketch of one of the longest 


north and south HUGH in tbe country, 
wu believe, will be interesting to oar 
leaJere. 


The Grand Rapids and Indiana rail- 


road ootnpiny was organized at Hart- 
ford City January IK, 1854, for the pur- 
pose of oorjHtruoting a railroad from 
that town to the Michigan state line. 
It waa also the iuteutiuu mt soma future 
time to organize a company to construct 
a railroad from Hartford City to Louis- 
ville, Ky,, to connect with the Grand 
KapiJft branch at tho former oity. May 
2'J, 1855, at Stnrgis, Mich., the Ornnd 


ipiils and Southern railroad company 


was organized to extend the Grand 
ttapids and Indian* rood north from 
the state lino to Grand Rapids, and 
August 1, 1855, these two companies. 
were consolidated under the pro;ont 
name. In 1855 tbe southern terminus 
was changed from Hartford City to Fort 
Wayne. This is about as far as the 
groat enterprise hud gone when the re- 
bellion broke ont and further opera- 
tions were tdcflnitely nuspended. 


In 16015 
a coutiaut was mailo with 


Edward B. Talcott. Maiicel Taluott, 
Eoraoe M. Singer, of Chicago, and A. 
P. Edgerton, Stephen B. Bond and 
and William Fleming, of Fort Wayne, 
tor construction of tho road from Fort 
Wajne north, covering a distance of !i(K) 
miles. 
This contract woo arranged 


prior to August, 1807, aud its operation 
dated from that day. 
Tho contract re- 


ceived the approval of the board in Jan- 
uary following. 
Tho work of construc- 


tion did not progress very rapidly. 
Iron and labor were high and the out- 
look became so gloomy that the stock- 
holders were discouraged. 
There was 


not a sufficient representation at the 
meeting to transact business, but July 
16, 1808, & required number of them 
met and elected the following directors: 
Joseph K. Edgerton, Pliny '. 
James II. Banyan, Jonathan G. Waitv 
Richard Reed, Israel Kellogg, James A. 
Walter, Georga H. White and Mancol 
Taloott. 


At that meeting President EdgBtton 


made his report and included the fol- 
lowing report of equipment: 
Two en- 


gines, whioh, in those days, were named 
the Pioneer and fifuskcgon; 1 passenger 
coach, 1 baggpgo oar, ti now box oars, 
24 flat care, 6 hand oarB, tho valuation 
of whioh was 843,000.

is great indeed then and now.

present time the company owns 66 loco- 
motives, valued at $304,060, and 3,140 
oars, $1,020,000; whioh makes a total of 
81,324.060, The gross comings iu 1867
